Jackson retired Friday at

licen se e x am in er, 
ending a career of over 25 
years 
Tested I Million People 
He estim ates he's given ihe 
driving and parking tests to 
about 1,000,000 potential drivers 
over the years but says he

how 
many hopefuls he's flunked 
“Some days you could figure up 
to one third to one half could 
flunk, some days m aybe none 
at all," he said 
The 
office 
staff

five days a week 


Most of those who failed the 
first tim e “ got

that he’s considered giving up 
his work But he said he tells 
himself, “ Why give up the 
ship'" I iust stuck it out Other 
days it doesn’t bother you that 
much, you just grin and bear 
it ”

Author, Screenwriter, Dies 


Los Angeles <UPI) 
Nun­ 
nally Johnson, who started out 
as a reporter and later became 
a prolific short story author, 
columnist and screenwriter of 
about 100 movies, died Friday 
at Good Samaritan 
hospital 
after a brief illness. He was 79 
The pictures on which he

At his peak he was one of the 
highest paid and most sought 
after writers in Hollywood with 
credits at 20th Century Fox, 
Metro-Goldwvn Mayer. United 
Artists and Paramount 
Johnson was born in Colum- 
bus, Ga , Dec 5, 1897, the son of 
a railroad man His education 
lasted only through high school 
where he was a

debated 
whether to make a career of 
baseb all or the new spaper 
business 
His first jobs were on the 
Columbus Enquirer Sun and the 
Savannah, Ga , Evening Press 
He enlisted in the cavalry at the 
age of 17, served in the Mexican 
War and stayed in the Army 
through World War 1, emerging 
as a lieutenant although he did 
not go overseas 
An Army acquaintance fur 
nished him with an introduction 
which led to a job in 1919 with 
the New York Tribune, one of 
the great dailies of the time He 
went from there to the Brooklyn 
E agle back to the Tribune and 
then to the New York Post 
A well-known columnist, he 
also was sent out on major 
stories including 
the Scopes 
“ monkey trial ” 
In the early 1930s he began 
writing short stories and ar 
tid es for theSaturda> Evening 
Post, Smart Set and American 
Mercury and prospered so well 
that he gave up newspapermg 
In 1932. in the depth of the

my husband has subm itted his 
resignation and if these 
so 
called friends a re ever success­ 
ful in taking over again instead 
of the m ess they left they will 
find a nice clean place to work 
but we will be w aiting to see 
how long they can keep it that 
way. 


In closing I ju st w ant to thank 
you for all the em barrassm ent 
you have caused our fam ily but 
th en a g a in I c o n sid e r the 
source. I don’t think you know 
any better. I pray that when 
e le ctio n tim e ro lls aro u n d 
again, like it or not, sooner or 
later, it does, the voters will be 
a little m ore intelligent in their 
choice for C om m issioner of 
Columbiana County.

In th eo ry , 
inquiries that now take four or

Yes, the TAS contains some 
w orrisom e risks An estim ated 
48,000 1RS em ployees would

officials, working in conspiracy

THE UNION IS battling for 
m ore money, certainly.

cost T here will be a trad eo ff 
To get 
the autom ation, the 
superm arket firm s m ay have to 
pay m ore for labor and job 
security for their employes.

But it’s one of the hottest, 
albeit unreportable stories in 
town Real intricate. T here is a 
battle brewing over the flood of 
foreign im ports. The garm ent 
unions expect P resident C arter 
to deliver. They w ere the first 
out front for him. Now they

The idea that 
the U.S. governm ent is honor- 
bound to deliver pledges m ade 
under duress to crim inals is 
ridiculous. 
Second, a fte r such acts courts 
and ju ries m ust quit doing nip- 
ups over m otivational forces 
and zero in on the acts them ­ 
selves. The m otivational forces 
im pelling N athan 
H ale 
and 
John A ndre w ere pure, but 
successful w artim e spies are 
hazards to hundreds 
if not 
thousands of m en and thus 
em inently hangable. 
W hether it is sincere Puerto 
Rican nationalists spraying the 
House of R epresentatives from 
the balcony, or sincere Johnny- 
com e-lately M uslims acting out 
garbled versions of the Koran, 
it is the acts that count. 
Finally, it’s tim e for sortie 
self-restraint by the m edia. An 
act of terrorism cannot be 
ignored, 
but 
telephoned 
or, 
worse yet, televised interview s 
with sw aggering berserks can 
be.

Carter Clan 
Relaxing At 
Camp David 


THURMONT, Md. (UPI) — 
President Carter relaxed at 
Camp David today, monitoring 
Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance’s mission to Moscow, 
and looking to the arrival of 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in less than two weeks. 


The Carter clan arrived by 
military helicopter at this 
mountaintop retreat Friday 
night. Coatless in the chill wind, 
Carter and his wife strolled 
hand in hand to the lodge after 
stepping from the chopper. 


As Carter settled in for the 
night, Vance was departing on 
his trip to Moscow — a venture 
for which Carter has “high 
hopes.” State Department offi­ 
cials predicted a cool reception 
for the Washington delegation, 
however, because of the ad­ 
ministration’s 
outspokenness 
on the human rights issue. 


Carter told a group of editors 
Friday the Soviet Union had set 
no preconditions for the talks, 
adding, “a good spirit sur­ 
rounds this trip.” 
The sam e group learned 
Carter expects to meet with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
during the May economic 
summit in London. 


Carter said he observed a 
more “moderate” attitude on 
the part of Arab leaders and 
held out prospects for a Geneva 
conference to get under way on 
the Mideast this year. 
The White House announced 
Sadat, the first Arab leader to 
accept Carter’s invitation for 
face-to-face talks on the Mi­ 
deast, will make a “working 
visit” to Washington April 4-5. 
Carter already has met Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 


The White House said Sadat 
and Carter will discuss “ in 
depth continuing efforts to 
move toward peace in the 
Middle East, as well as other 
matters of mutual interest in 
our bilateral relations.” 
The “talks will provide an 
opportunity to strengthen fur­ 
ther the cordial relations 
existing between Egypt and the 
United States,” the announce­ 
ment said 
On other subjects Carter 
defended his failure to fight for 
the common situs bill and 
minimum wage increase on 
grounds he never promised 
support for them in his cam­ 
paign.
